2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the apparatus 
as claimed in claims 1 and 14, specifically, the temperature regulator and variable 
substrate temperature generation system that continuously vary or alter the thermal out 
put of the system and the temperature of al least a portion of the substrate was not 
found in or suggested by the art. The cited art teaches steady state controllers which 
strive to reach a constant uniform temperature. When they do reach the desired 
temperature they do not vary the thermal input, but instead keep the thermal input 
constant to maintain the desired temperature. The present invention does not seek a 
steady state temperature but continuously varies or alters the thermal output to 
continuously change the temperature of the substrate.
